Your Highness, 
Some little time ago I wrote 


to the British Consul in Damascus 
asking him to call upon Sheikh 
Nuri Shaalan to ensure the safety 
@.+ the Survey parties whilst these 
latter were working in the areas 
over which his tribe range. I 
added that the surveyors were ready 
if necessary to pay the sum of 
2P 10 per month to a "Rafiq" of the 
Ruallah in the same way as they are 
now paying this sum to a "Rafiq" of 
the Beni Sakhr. 

I have heard from the 
Consul that Sheikh Nuri has sent 
him a message that the services of 
@ "Rafiq" cannot be obtained at any 
rate less than that of £P 20 per 
month. 

The Consul caused Sheixh 
Nuri's messenger to de informed that 
such a rate would be a gross 
imposition and suggested that Sheikh 
Muri should address himself directly 
here.

About the beginning of July, 1930, = saall 
camp of the Luhadb seetion of the Albu Eshel, OSulein, 
were canped at Dukheina, just ineiée Qyvie, A aan 
ef the name of telih ibn Ashbem ef the Agaidat con~ 
plained that the Lubeib owed hin coven eouslie, 0 
@ reeult, Salih itm Aghban seceupanied by geaderucs 
from Albu Kemal, attached the Luhaib, seised seven 
camels ené brought thea inte Albu femal, tegetier with 
ene Sulaiman el Najm of the Luhkaib, whe vee inprisoned 
in Albu Kemal, The Luhaid protested thet the cenels 
in question were raided seversl years ago, before the 
aneh conference, where ell eleime hed teen buried, 

One Mustafa Sffendi, the Commandant of the 


Serées Mobile in Albu Kemal, then vent back to the 

tuheib caup with Suleiman and édenended o sum of 

seventeen Liras, which was eslleeted and peié te hin. 

After their return te Albu Kemal it appears that 

Mustafa Effendi again approsched Sulaiman al tajm, 

ané@ offered te releese hia and his easels on payment 

ef 30 lives turkich. Se allewed Suleimen te ge sut 

inte the basear in slbu Kemal te fied the soney. 

Suleimen apparently appealed te wushif ibe Dindil, 

whe secompenied hin te wustafa Sffendi and arranged 

the release ef the emsels. The Letter were handed 

over to mushif, whe, before giving the= beck te 

Gulaimen, seised from the latter 50 heed of sheep.

Barly im September, a further force of police 

from Albu Kemal went out to Dukhaina, and seised a 
mare belonging to one Asi itm Adhaiya of e-Lunaid, 
im lieu of a claim against the Jaghaifah fer 11 camels 
put forward by Turki ibn nifris, This elaim alse 
Gateé from before the Ansh conference, and moreover 
wee sgeinet the Jaghaifah not against the Dulsin, 
Aasi al Adhaiya complained te Aneh ané ebtained a 
letter from the Qeimmagam, which he took te the 
Officer de Renssignenent, Albu Kemal, But the latter 
teok no metice of the letter and did not even reply. 

The Luhaib, thereupon, despairing of satisface 
tion threugh Gevernment, returned te Iraq, and seized 
6 camels and « mare as weege from the Aqaidat,. The 
Syrian authorities thereupen seized six Dulaim camels 
in Syria, Barly in Oetober, while i was in Dair-eze- 
Zer, the Dulaim seized 47 sheep and a mare from the 
Haseun section of the Aqsidat. Thus the finel 
Scores were as follows;:-

The Officer de Renseignements was away, and 
hide leews teneus, « Thrietian interpreter, stated 
that he was unable te Ge anything. i secordingly 
wrote a mete te General Calleie explaining the 
situation ané suggesting the immediate mutual return 
of all leet te prevent further incidents, if 
the Aqaidsat hed « cleim egainet the Duleia they 
eoulé present it at the conference. 

3 then proceeded to anah en route for Baghdad. 
At 11 poem. on the 16th, a note arrived from the sudir, 
Al Gain, stating that Mushif al Dindil, with 500 herse- 
men, hed errived on the frontier, end hed sent an 
wltiaatum te the Duleia te return all seisures 
effected by then ferthwith, etherwise he would attach 
the Duleia villages in the Al Gaim Nehiysh on the 
morning of the 17th. 

Fertunately the four armwed esre ef the Southern 
Desert were in Anah. I left the Letter at midnight 
with the Geimmaqam, four armed cars, and thirty police 
im taxis ené reached the frontier st dawn. The 
Aqaidet hersesen were concentreted on the river denk, 
about 500 yarde north of the frontier end in plain 
view. 

They were greatly taken aback by our errivel 
and heaving reeenneitreé us frem « short distance, 
they apparently decided that diseretien was the better 
part of velour, ané began te retize im groups of tres 
and threes te the north. By 12 o.m. Bushdf hed 
tnalove aifsieats. Rat speeds ent the ‘puies 
tients 10 quenes ‘sremans tant ta santten sighs 
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show 11 a.0. a message arrived from Ibn Dindil, 
stating thet he only asked for a just settlement of 
his case, ond that the Duleim had seised the Agqasidat 
sheep unlawfully. We added thet if I went te 
Albu Kemal, he would come in there and meet me in 
the Serai. 

I proceeded te Albu Kemal and again saw the 
acting Officer de Renseignments, who protested that 
he could do nothing, thet Mushif was out of hand and 
that he had telegraphed 24 hours age to Dab-es-Zer 
without receiving a reply. It appeared that the 
day before, Mushif had ridden through the besear in 
Albu Kemal, created a disturbance, and shouted in 
the Dasaar and Sersi that he was going to attack iraq, 
thet the Syrian Government were ne use and #6 On. 

I suggested that mushif be sent for, and asked te 
explain what he wanted in the presence ef the Albu 
Kemal authorities and myself. Te this the aeting 
Officer de Renseignements agreed and promised te 

send for hin. We waited for 2 hours in Albu Kemal, 
after which the acting Officer de Renséignuents 
informed us that his messenger had failed te find 


Mushif, Ye subsequently heard that a messenger 
hed setuslly been sent and that & nad 


te accompany him te Albu Kemal, but that en route 
they had been met by a second messenger from Albu 
Kemel telling hin not te come, 

At 2 p.m. I left Albu Kemal, having sont 2 
Sige = Sogn Saale, sow eseinats

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fire and sverd inte Ireq, and had sent an ultimatum te 
the Dulaim, and mow found the matter mot as easy as he 
expected, He was therefore anxious te save his face, 

Seon afterwards, Reje at Sotama, & Shaikh of the 
Jeghaifsh, arrived with a messege from wushif, stating 
that he only desired “hugq* and that his brether Reje al 
Dindil would Like te meet Aftean ash Sharji of the Dulaia. 
Shortly afterwards, Reje al Dindil arrived, aftan 
Geclared that the Aqaidat sheep had been seized in lieu 
of the 30 taken by Ibm Dindil from the Luhaib. Ibm Dindil 
replied that the thirty had not been kept by him but that 
he had peid thirty liras te Mustafa Effendi as 2 bribe 
on behalf of the Luhaib, te secure the release of the 
latter's camels, Reje al Dindil prefessed his readi- 
ness to swear an oath that be had paid 30 liras to Mustafa 
Bffendi, 

I pointed out that this was searcely sufficient. 
The Syrian Government might deny that Mustafa Bffendi 
had taken anything, and then Ibn Dindil would exeuse hime 
self on the grounds that he hed already sworn, and the 
money would be lest between the two.  Sventually reje 
al Dindil sgreed to produce a tribal Kafl, acceptable te 
aftan, who cusrenteed that he, Ibm Dindil, at a conference 
between the two Governments, would admit thet he had taken 
30 sheep from the iuhaib and hed paid thirty livres to 
Mustafa Effendi in lieu. Should he feil te make such 
& statement, the Kafil would pay aftan ash Sharfi 30 sheep. 
Both parties agreed to this arrangement, and Aften there- 
wpon agreed te return the 47 sheep ond mare taken from 
Tham Dindil. |
